Gorruan Free-Trade law, and in 1896 
many sheep owners were so teaiful ol 
the success of the Democratic ticket 
that they did not think it worth while 
to breed their sheep until it was de- 
cided that McKinley and a Republican 
majority in Congress had been elected 
which would make probable a duty 
on wool and the repeal oi the Wilson 
law.

Buffalo, N Y. Sept 24 —Leon F. 
Czdgorz alias Frrd Nieman, was 
found guilty of muiderin the first de- 
gree by a jury in Part III of Ihe su- 
pieme court, in having, on the 6th 
day ot September, shot President 
William McKinley, the wounds in- 
flicted afterward resulting in the 
death of the President. 

The wheels of justice moved swift- 
ly. The trial ul the assassin con- 
sumed eight hours and 26 minutes, 
and co/ertd a period of only two days. 
Practically all ol this time was o.-cu- 
pied by the prosecution in presenting 
a ca t to clear, so conclusive that 
even had the prisoner entered tie plea 
of insanity, it is dobtful if the jary 
would have returned a verdict differ- 
ent from the one rendered tc-day. 
The announcement made this after- 
noon by the attorneys far Czoigotz 
that the eminent alienist summoned 
by the Erie county bar association 
and by the district attorney to exam- 
ice Cxolgotz and to determine his ex- 
act mental condition bad declared him 
to be peileclly sane, destroyed the 
only stage ol a detense that Judge 
Lewis and Titus could have put to- 
gether 

Before adjournment Justice White 
announced tnat he would pronounce 
sentence upon the defendant on 
Tnuisday slterncoa at 2 o'clock. The 
prisoner was takeo at once through 
the tunnel, under Delaware avenae, 
back to the jail. To all appearances 
be was in no way affected by the re- 
sult ol the trial. 

The crowd gathered at the city hall 
to-day was the largest which haa seen 
him since his arraignment. People 
lined up on both sides ot the big ro- 
tunda on the seioud floor, where conrt 
convenes, aud funged the stairs lead- 
ing Iroui the floor above.
